Killed Ills Von ns ISrlcle. 

Eaiilvillb, Ills., March 7. -Duke Mc- 
Lachlim, aged 22, shot and killed his 
young bride, Cora Carnahan, aged l.'i, and 
then shot himself through the head, at 
the farm house of Elmer Davis, near this 
city, last evening. The couple eloped 
from Pawpaw, 111., on Sunday evening. 
They arrived at Davis' house Tuesday 
night, and tho latter, who was acquainted 
with McLachlan, gave them shelter upon 
McLachlan's assurance that the girl and 
himself were married. Last evening tho 
young couplo complained of being tired, 
and retired early. Later, pistol shots 
were heard, and an investigation showed 
that McLachlan had shot his young wife 
twice through the head, killing hor in- 
stantly, lie then put a bullut into his 
own head: he can live but a fuw hours. 
Tho only cause known for the tragedy was 
their fear of arrest. 

Train Accident. 

St. Lons, Mo., March 7. — At eight 
o'clock this morning, as the in-bound 
Texas Express train on tho Iron Mountain 
railroad was passing Main street and 
Chouteai Avenue, in this city, the engine 
jumped the track and fell over on its side 
in tho street. The engineer, A. L. Kob- 
lor, was caught beneath the falling engine 
and crushed to death. John Mahonoy, 
hroman, leaped when the engine went 
over, but was caught and seriously, per- 
haps dangerously, injured.

Tlic Queen's Mavce. 
London, March 7. — In the Commons, 
this evening, Lord George Francis Ham- 
ilton, First Lord of tho Admiralty, said 
that the vessels now being built, would 
be supplied with guns by thu end of 1889. 
It was proposed, he said, to build eight 
tiret-class mon of war of 14,000 tons, two 
of 9,000 tons, nine first-class cruisers, 
four of the Pandora type of cruisers, and 
eighteen of the sharpshooter typo of tor- 
pedo boats. Lord George said the total 
tonnage of tho proposed ships would be 
318,000, and the total cost was estimated 
at £21,600,000. 

London, March 7. — Lord Charles 
Borijsford complained of the illogical na- 
turo of the programme The government 
could specify no real reason why just so 
many vessels, no more and no less, 
should bo built. Ho gave nutico of an 
amendment that tho naval force of 
England ought to be kopt equal to that of 
any two of the great powers, of which 
one should be France. The army esti- 
mates for 181)0 show an increase of 
£'597,600. The Radicals will oppose Lord 
George 1 lamilton's scheme. 

Lord Hamilton asked that £10,000,000 
of the amount be granted from tho con- 
solidated fund, the remainder to be pro- 
vided for in the ordinary estimates. The 
programme outlined was to be executed 
in four years and six months. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill criticised tho action of 
tho government in making such extensive 
proposals, which might be upsot by a suc- 
ceeding government. 

Kin;; Milan's Abdication. 

London, March 7. — Tho news of King 
Milan's abdication from the Servian 
throne does not cause much comment in 
London. This act of tho dissoluto king 
has been long forahadowed, and the chief 
interest the abdication excites is found in 
speculation as to what recent event or 
chain of events caused Milan to relinquish 
the throne at this particular timo. Tho 
Pall Mall Gazette congratulates Russia 
upon tho abdication, and boldly asserts 
that Milan's principal object in thus 
abandoning his rights was that he might 
with more freedom indulge his unholy 
passion for Madame Cristitch, wife of the 
Servian minister at Berlin. Milan's in- 
triguos with this woman aro well known, 
and have been retailed in every European 
capital. It was because of his disgrace- 
ful connection »vith Madame Christitoh 
that the friends of Queen Natalie sought 
to prevent Milan from obtaining a divorce 
last year.

London. March 7. — The recent decision 
by the Supreme Court of Washington 
against the Oregon Railway <t Navigation 
Company, denying the Company's power 
to lease its system, has caused ijuite a 
panic among the Couipany'sScotch invest- 
ors at Dundee, who estimate their loss at 
half a million pounds. The decision, they 
claim, wrecks the Company. -

THE SHIPWRECK. 

Particulars of the 1,obs of tlic llritlsli fttirk 
"l*ort Gordon" Near Destruc- 
tion Island. 



The tug Son Lion returned to Port 
Townsend on Wednesday ovening from 
the scene of tho wreck of tho Port Gor- 
don. Following is a statement of one of 
the men on the tug, as received from tho 
mate of the stranded shi]i : 

The vessel went ashore at daylight on 
the 27th of February, in thick weather, 
so thick they had no idea of their position 
on the chart. Thuy struck the sand 
beach about sevon miles below Destruc- 
tion Island and went on head first. 
Being loaded with pig iron and tiro brick 
the bark soon went to pieces. There was 
a big soa, and one boat containing four 
men was crushed and tho men lost. Tho 
mate and 12 men arrived on the Sea Lion. 
The captain and six men started for Ta- 
coma ma Gray's harbor. 

News of the wreck was brought to 
Neah bay by Indians on foot from Quil- 
layutte. Tho Sea Lion picked up tho 
men at Nans head, they coming out in 
canoes. 

Among the lost are the cook and stew- 
ard. 

A sailor's narrative. 
Tho mate of the Port Gordon made a 
statement to the British vice-consul, but 
declined to give the same to tho public, 
preferring to leave that to the captain. 
From a very intelligent sailor who came 
in on the Sea Lion the following thrilling 
story was obtained by the Post-Intelligen- 
cer correspondent : 

"'file vessel struck about 3 a. m., and 
the very lirst breaker swept the deck, 
carrying away Boats, cabin and everything 
i.dse clean. The vessel was held to port, 
and the only place whero the men could 
live was on on the starboard side of the 
forecastle-head, and that with groat dif- 
ficulty. 

"One seaman, a Mexican, volunteered 
to swim ashore with a line, and lost his 
life in the attempt. 

"It was almost high water when the 
vessel st ruck. About 1 p, m., at dead low 
water, a raft was constructed by lashing 
the four hatches together. Two men pad- 
dled the raft to shore, about four ship- 
lengths away, carrying a lino with them, 
while another line ran back to the ship. 
In this way two moil at a time reached the 
beach. Twice the line broke, and was re- 
placed after great trouble. 

"Ono man foil off tho raft and was 
drowned in the breakers. The cook and 
steward died from exposure a few mo- 
ments after reaching shore. Indeed, the 
cook was dead before ho reached land. 

"The names of the men aro Matthew 
Campbell of Greenock; Valentino, tho 
cook; Saekio and Gassey. 

"The last, man reached shore about dark, 
when the line attached to the raft parted, 
and Capt. (lib'bs, who had not yet loft the 
ship, had to stay all night in the foretop. 
He was rescuod next day by Indians, but 
in wdiat manner tho sailors aro unable to 
say, as thoy could not understand tho 
Chinook language, which tho Indians 
spoko. 

"The men camped in tho brush that 
night, and next day walked to an Indian 
village near Naas head, 15 miles distant. 

"Tho Hhip's back broke about tho mid- 
dle, but tho mast was standing when tho 
| men left the scene, Nothing reliable can 
be learned as to how the ship happened 
to bo in such a dangerous position, but it 
is thought that owing to the thick weather 
the master had no means of knowing his 
position, The cargo consisted of 500 tons 
of pig iron and about 400,000 lire brick, 
consigned to Balfour, Guthrie A - , Co. and 
valued at 825,000. There was no rail- 
road iron among t ho cargo, aa at first re- 
ported.

The authorities of Met Sill College, 
Montreal, are rinding t hat if you once say 
Ait will nut bo long before you will be 
obliged to say li. They accepted Sir 
Donald A Smith's magnificent gift to es- 
tablish .-in institution for the higher educa- 
tion of women in connection with their 
College. That institution has been in 
operation Home time and the results ant 
most encouraging, It is well attended 
and tho lady students have won high hon- 
ors. But women are ambitious and they 
are practical. They do not see why they 
should not be able to avail themselves of 
till the advantages which the McGill uni- 
versity holds out to its students. Ladios 
in other colleges study medicine. Thorn 
is an excellent medical school in MoGill, 
and why should not such of them as de- 
Biro to become physicians attend its 
classes? Miss Maud Abbott was of this 
way of thinking and she applied to the 
medical faculty to be permitted to take 

the medical course. The learned and grave 
gentlemen who composed that faculty 
were shocked at Miss Abbott's audacity. 
They then caught a glimpse of tho dire 
Consequences which must follow the ex- 
tension <if the higher education to women. 
They held a consultation and thoy ap- 
peared nut, to have liked tho symp- 
toms of the disease with which this 
learned young woman was afflicted, and 
they evidently feared il was contagious. 
Tho conclusion they came to was to 
stamp out the disease in its infancy, so 
thoy gently but firmly informed lief that 
they could not grant her request, and 
and they would not bold out any hope that 
thoy would change their minds. But the 
MoGill Medical Faculty need not expect 
to hold out. They must surrender sooner 
or later. MiBS Ritchie, who took the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts at Met J ill last 
year, determined to become a Doctor of 
Medicine also, lias gone to Queen's Col- 
lege, Kingston, to study medicine. Miss 
Abbott wiii no doubt follow her, and 
there are other young ladies, six in all, it 
is said, now studying at McGill, who are 
determined to take, the medical course. 
It will never do for McGill to permit 
many of her most promising lady students 
to finish their education at some other col- 
logo. She cannot allow Queen's College 
to reap where she has sown. The ladies 
will study medicine, and if ladies can with 
propriety study medicine at Kingston 
they can do so with equal propriety in 
Montreal. The Donalda ladies are as 
persevering as the rest of their sex, and 
if the Medical faculty of McGill expect 
any peace until they consent to admit la- 
dies to the study of medicine they are 
greatly mistaken. They may as well give 
in at once with as good a grace as they 
can, for their surrender is only a question 
of time.

Grovor Cleveland has hid farewell, but 
not, we think, a long farewell, to all his 
greatness. A week ago ho was President 
of tho United .States, the head of a nation 
of sixty millions; to-day he is a private 
citizen, with no more authority than the 
least influential of electors. The descent 
was great, but. it. contained no element of 
disgrace lie used the authority with 
which he was invest oil wisely and well 
He did wdiat be considered was best, not 
for himself or his party, but for the peo- 
ple of tho United Statos, His record is 
clean, lie has not, been mixed up either 
directly or indirectly in any scandal. His 
administration has been pun!. He lias 
boon no man's tool. He asserted his in- 
dividuality from the first day of his pre- 
sidency. Intriguers soon found that Mr. 
Cleveland was a man whom they could 
not mould to their purposes. He thought, 
for himself and acted according to his 
Convictions. He was not, as a parly man, 
popular. Bis first object was not to ad- 
vance the interests of his parly. He did 
what he believed was for the good of the 
nation, and he forced his party, 
much against the will of many of its most 
influential members, lo adopl his policy. 
Tho party tried to use him ami it failed. 
Ho used tint party, but he did not, accom- 
plish his purpose. I to, however, did I he 
next best thing. He liftod the polities 
of the United States out, of the mud. 
lie set bofqre the people a national 
issuo of tho highest, importance, lie 
gnvo them something to think about 
higher and heller th in the personal t|iinl- 
itiua ot tho different candidates, and he

.1 REVOLUTION. 

A revolution has taken place in Cen- 
tral Africa which may have bho effect of 
greatly retarding tho civilization and 
Christiani/.atioii of that region.

They 
were becoming too numerous and too in- 
fluential and he did not like their new 
ideas, lie therefore plotted to get rid of 
them. His scheme was to persuade the 
loaders of the Christian Readers to take a 
voyage on the lake, land them on an 
island, steal their boats and leave them 
there to Starve to death. This done, he 
purposed to get rid of the Mahotiiedan 
Readers in a similar way. But the 
Readers found out by some means what 
his intentions were, and they made up 
their minds to be beforehand with 
him. They conspired to dethrone the 
tyrant. They assembled in force and, on 
a given signal, rushed into the village 
where the King was living in fancied se- 
curity. Mwanga's followers made no re- 
sistance, and he tied to a place of greater 
safety. The Readers then placed Kim- 
ewa on the throne. With Kimowa they 
had everything their own way. They di- 
vided the ollices among them without 
much apparent difficulty, ami everything 
went on pleasantly for a little while. Rut 
the Mahotiiedan Readers became jealous 
of thu Christian Readers. They saw that 
if tho Christians were allowed to become 
powerful in the country it would be im- 
possible for them to carry on their busi- 
ness of slave hunting and slave trading. 
So they sot about poisoning the mind of 
Kimowa against thorn. He appears to 
have been weak and credulous. Thoy told 
him that one of tho Christian chiefs had 
with him a princess whom ho was deter- 
mined to place on the throne as tho Chris- 
tiana desired to be governed in Africa as 
thoy were at home, by a woman. They 
excited the King's fears to such an ex- 
tent that he attacked the Christians who 
were part of bis body guard, 
drove them from his palace anil 
sent word to the missionaries that 
ho wanted lo see them. There were tiro 
mission stations in Uganda, one French 
and Catholic and the other English and 
Protestant. The missionaries did as they 
were commanded and they were very 
badly treated by tho king. They Were 
imprisoned in a cold and dirty hole and 
vvero not supplied with food. The French 
missionaries, who were much I, ho better 
prepared, treated their English fellow 
prisoners with great, kindness, sharing 
with them both their food and their bed 
ding. The Mttlioinedmi faction robbod 
Ibo missionaries of nearly everything they 
possessed, pillaged their stations, and 
sent thorn oil' half-naked and insufficiently 
supplied with provisions to find their way 
as best they could in an open boat to a 
distant missionary station. There were 
live Europeans in the boat, throe French 
priests and two English missionaries, Mr. 
i lordon, wdio has sent home tho narrative 
of all thai, hail been done in Uganda, and 
Mr. Walker. As they lofl Ibo shorn the 
last words they hoard were: "Let no 
while man come to Buganda for tho space 
of two years. Wo do not want, to see 
McKay's boat in Buganda waters for a 
long time to come. We do not, want to 
see a wdiito teacher back in Buganda until 
we have converted the whole of 
Buganda to the Mahomodan faith." The 
voyage was slow and tho missionaries 
moll. Thoy were shipwrecked 
ingular way. When thoy wore 
leaving one of the islands of tin, lako thoy 
«aw two hippopotami. They steered tho

Some of the employes state 
that tho reduction was made without the 
usual warning, and that tho pay already 
was L'O percent, less than the scale paid 
on the same class of boats running out of 
Sun Francisco. The men have shown 
their good sonso, in returning to work as 
thoy did, and the general public is no 
doubt well pleased that the trouble hail so 
speedy an end.

Seattle's Sew crime. 

Col. Goo. E. Wnrinir, of Newport, has 
submitted an elaborate report to Seattle 
on a sewerage system for that city. The 
estimated cost of constructing the system 
according to the plans and specifications 
submitted with the report is 8284,063.63, 
to which may be added §39,715.46, mak- 
ing a total of 8324,079.00, The area over 
which the sewers have been extended is 
very large, yet it, does not cover all the 
area of the city. The severs are to be 
built of vitrified pipe, the main sewers to 
be built of brick, and carried 1,000 feet 
into the harbor by means of iron pipes. 



Lnrne Opium Seizure. 

The customs otlicers at EHetislmrg, W. 
T., seized three barrels of opium at the 
railway depot on Wednesday last. The 
barrels contained 500 pounds of the drug, 
and were in transit to San Francisco. 
They were shipped from Victoria via Van- 
couver, and then carried over the bound- 
ary line to the Northern Paeilic's line, on 
a pack train. The seizure will net the 
government and t he officers who did the 
work, the stun of $5,000. A second 
seizure of opium was made at Tacoma on 
Wednesday, the amount confiscated being 
estimated at from 000 to 700 pounds, and 
valued at $10,000. This is said to bo the 
largest seizure of opium ever made in 
Washington. 



Slc« Method ot Preserving Salmon, 

A joint stock company has been organ 
ized for the purpose of establishing a sal 
mon fishing and fur trading post in 
Alaska. The business of the company 
will be entirely different from that of any 
other of the companies now engaged in 
this trade. They intend neither to 
smoke nor can the catch, but instead by 
means of a preservative, will be able to 
transport the lish in a perfectly fresh con- 
dition to the market of San Francisco. 
Hy so doing the company expects to gain 
control of the market for salted lish. It 
\" said that whuu the fish now reach San 
Francisco they have lost their delicate 
flavor and bright pink color. The prob- 
able location of the company's establish- 
ment will be on the Yukon river.

When tho Olympian arrived at Seattle 
on Tuesday, one of the \ ictoria passeng- 
ers, an elderly man, I""' llis balance 
while walking along the gang plank and 
fell overboard. Several ropes were 
thrown to the man, but ho did not seem 
to be able to catch holt] of them. Just as 

he was about to sink for the third time 
Andrew Hennessey, quartormastor of the 
Olympian, without waiting to divost him- 
self of his clothing, sprang into the water 
and succeeded in rescuing the drowning 
man. No sooner had tho man been 
landed on the dock when ho strode rap 
ly away from the scene without ovel 
thanking his brave rescuer. Mr. Hen 
uessoy in saving tho ingrate's life do 
stroyed his watch and a good suit of 
clothes. The name of the rescued man 
could not be ascertained. 



The Willi's ill Miners. 

It is reported that when the price of 
coal went up the wages of all miners on 
Puget Sound were advanced 15 per co 
on the stipulation thai if the price of coal 
went down wages should be lowered 
much as they had been [advanced. During 
the past few months thu ptice of Seattle 
coal has dropped from §10 to $0 in the 
San Francisco markets, the supply being 
so much greater than the demand. Owing 
to this drop in prices the coal companies 
now claim that at the present prices coal 
cannot he mined and marketed so as to 
leave a fair margin of profit. To meet 
this exigency meotill&rs have been held by 
the mine operators, and a reduction of 15 
per cent, in the wages of miners has been 
determined upon, .lust when this reduc- 
tion will go into efl'ect has not been defin- 
itely determined upon, but it will not be 
longer than a few days.

Hon. Mr. Vornon, Bpeaking to tho 
motion to adjourn, remarked that it was 
strange that those who opposed tho bill 
should tiko tho opportunity — 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys claimed that tho 
lion, chief commissioner was out of order. 

Mr. Speaker said that ho wns not. He 
was speaking to tho motion to adjourn-, 
and could discuss any quostioil bo choso. 

Hon. Mr. Vornon wiih surprised at tho 
remark of tho hon, member for Comox. 
He was speaking strictly to tho question 
and was going to show why thu question 
should not be voted on at present when 
their was not a full House. He hoped 
that tin resolution to adjourn would be 
withdrawn and tho debate adjourned un- 
til all tho members woro present.

Bogus diplomas could 
bo purchased in America as well as Eu- 
rope, and the provincial secretary would not I 
Do in a position to say whether or not they 
were genuine. Anyone who presumed 
lo treat human ailments should possess a 
knowledge of tho subjects referred to in 
the amendments, and should not objoct to 
passing an examination upon them. 

Mr. Bole thought that the subject was 
one that required tho fullest ventilation, 
and moved the adjournment of the de- 
bate.

WELL AND TRULY LAID. 



Ceremony of Laying- the Foundation 
Stone of the >'ew St. Andrew's 
Church, 



In tho Presence of a Large Coneonrss of Speeta. 
tors— Aildresses by tho Various Clergymen 
Present, ana Historical Statement of tho 
Cuureli. 



Vestorday afternoon thu comer stone of 
tho now St. Andrew's Church was laid. 
Tho building, w hich will bo situated on 
tho corner of Broughton and Douglas 
streets, has already boon described in this 
paper, and when completed will mark a 
now era in thu history of church architec- 
ture in this city. Tho architect, Mr. L. 
Ituttross Trillion, will hand over to tho 
managers of St. Andrew's a building of 
which thoy will have every reason to feel 
proud. 

Tho ceremony, yesterday, was witnessed 
by very many, both old and young, while 
on tho platform woro clergymen repre- 
senting all the Protestant denominations 
in this city. 

The exercises wej-o opened by tho band 
of "O" battery playing tho 100th Psalm, 
after which Rev. E. D. McLaren read a 
portion of scripture and the Rev. D. Mo- 
Rao, Moderator of the Presbytery, offered 
up prayor. The following historical state- 
ment was then read by tho secretary, 
Win. Whyte, Esq.: 

The congregation of St. Andrew's Pres- 
byterian Church was formed under tho 
pastorate of Rev. Thomas Summerville, 
on the 5th September, IBfili. Public wor- 
ship was conducted for some time in tho 
hall on Broughton street, and, in July, 
18(17, the initial steps wero taken towards 
the building of a church, tho colonial 
committee of the Church of Scotland 
promising a grant of £1,500 sterling to- 
wards that object. The site was chosen 
and plans prepared, which resulted in tho 
building of the present church at a cost of 
gll,081, the site included. Mr. Tiedo- 
man was the architect, and Messrs. Hay- 
ward it Jenkinson, the builders, and the 
building was certainly at the time far in 
advance of any existing church edifices 
in the province in point of architectural 
beauty and adaptability as a place of wor- 
ship. The foundation stone of the church 
was laid by the Free Masons on the 20th 
August, 1808, and the usual deposits 
placed in the stone, interesting speeches 
being delivered on tho occasion. Dr. 
Powell, as Master of the Scotch Lodge, 
laid the stone and received tho gift of a 
silver trowel to be used on tho occasion. 
The building was completed and dedi- 
cated on tho 4th of April, 18(10, the Rev. 
Dr. Lindsloy, of Portland, and Mr. Ait- 
ken, of the First, Presbyterian Church in 
this city, assisting thereat. In 1870 the 
Rev. Thomas Sommervillo was succeeded 
by the Rev. S. McGregor, who labored 
fnithtully for eleven years against the tide 
of depression, which might well have led 
biin to seek for a more promising tield. 
In 1881 he resigned his clmrgo and re- 
turned to Scotland, where hi) still labors 
as minister of tho parish of Appin 
Mr. McGregor was succeeded by the Rev 
R. Stephen, who entered upon tho pas- 
torate in 1881 and resigned in 18815. 
1887 the congregation determined 
unite with the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, and having obtained tho consent 
of the Colonial Committee of the Church 
of Scotland, they applied to the Presby 
tery of Columbia at the meeting ii 
November, in Victoria, to be received 
requesting at the same timo that thu 
necessary steps be taken towards moderat- 
ing iii a call to a minister. On December 
8th a unanimous call was given to tho 
Rev. P. McF. Macleod, which was ac- 
cepted by him, and on the 7th of March, 
or just a year ago to-day, Mr. Macleod 
was inducted into tho pastoral charge of 
the congregation. This iirsl year of th 
present pastorate has proved an eventful 
one in the history of the congregation, and 
the record of the year's work is attached 
to this statement. The Pastor and 
Building Committee desire to record their 
thankfulness to Almighty God for all tho 
mercies bestowed upon them in the past 
anil earnestly trust that tho erection of 
this now building may bind the hoarts of 
the people together and lead to new con 
secration in the service of tho Lord. 

This statoment, together with a copy of 
each of the city dailies, and the leading 
Presbyterian journals of tho Dominion 
and a few current coins was then placed 
beneath the cornerstone. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod then presented to 
the Hon. John Robson the silver trowel 
which had been presented to the building 
committee by the architect, Mr. Trillion. 
It had been the unanimous wish of tho 
committee that the honorable gentleman 
should perforin the ceremony of laying 
the corner stone, ho having taken such a 
deep interest, in tho work of erecting a 
new church. 

The stone having been lowered int 
position the 1 1 on. John Robson declared 
tho corner stone laid in tho following 
words: — 

"l >ur architect has pronounced this cor- 
ner stone well and truly laid, and wo hope 
to soo erected upon it for tho worship of 
Almighty Cod an edifice alike credit- 
able to Presbyterianism and tho city. 
The (ireat Architect of the universe has 
declared well and truly laid in Zlon tho 
Chief Corner Stone, upon which it is 
hoped those worshipping in this earthly 
temple wo are about to raise will erect a 
spiritual lemplo which shall endure when 
these bricks shall have crumbled back to 
thoir native dust." 

An appropriate hymn was thon sung 
and Rev. Macleod offered up prayer. A 
short congratulatory address wns made by 
the Rev. Scoullar, of Now Westminster, 
who dwelt upon the fact that exactly one 
year ago to the very day tho Presbytery 
had met to induct the Rev. Macleod into 
the pastorate of St. Andrew's, and so 
greatly had tho work prospered under him 
it was now found necessary to provide in- 
creased accommodation. 

The Rev, D. Fraser followed and was 
gratified at the substantial growth which 
had been made during tho past year in all 
parts of the Presbyterian work in tho 
province. 

The Venerable Archdeacon Scrivon was 
the next speaker, and related an incident 
of a Church of England Bishop who, on 
being asked by a Presbyterian minister to 
contribute towards tho erection of a now 
"Kirk," objected that it was hardly the 
thing for a bishop of tho established 
Church to do, but was willing to givo £5 
towards tho expense of pulling down tho 
old building. It was not necessary for 
him, tho speaker was glad to say, to uso 
any such equivocation in doirghis part on 
such an occasion as tho present, for no 
matter how much the Churches differed 
in thoir methods of doing good, all wero 
aiming at tho same result. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Cridgo, in a 
short address, congratulated Rev. Mr. 
Macleod and his congregation on the stop 
which thoy bail taken, anil said that inci- 
dents like tho present showed how false 
was thu oft-repeated assertion that all 
churches would sooner or later bo turned 
into lecture halls. 

Tho Rev, Mr. Starr was to have boon 
the next to address the gathering, but 
having been called away, was excused by 
the Rov. Mr. Macleod, who also stated 
that Rev, Mr.Wadman, who wiih present, 
had not sufficiently recovorod to make a 
public address. 

Tho Rev. Mr. Ilugg made a few re- 
marks and was followed by Mayor (Irant, 
who poilltod out that such undertakings 
as these were another evidence of tho ma- 
terial prosperity of the city and an'indiea- 
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tion at the same time that, the spiritual 
side of life was not neglected. 

The Rev. Air. Macleod then made a 
fow closing remarks, dwelling particularly 
on tho happiness which ho had experi- 
enced during his Iirst year as pastor of St. 
Andrew's, and fervently prayed that tho 
same kindly feeling one towards another 
might continue. 

Tho doxology was then sung and the 
Rev. Mr. McRae pronounced the hone- 
diction. Tho interesting proceedings were 
brought to an end by tho band playing 
tho National Anthem.
